Their oꝛations were greats 
ly accompted of in Rome and Athens, 
and are in god credite with vs. But if 
thep be compared with the bꝛoken and 
vnper fect ſpeches of a truly repentant 
ſinner, Demoſthenes wozdes muſt ſtãd 
behind the doꝛe, and Ciceroes are with 
out life, and are as farre exceeded, as the 
Pibble ſtone of the coſtly Diamonde. 
The ſacrifices of God are a contrite ſpi- 
rite: a contrite and a broken heart. 

And turne to the Lord. To deſerue 
well of other, is not the leaſt of the dues 
ties of this life. To helpe euer man as 
he nedeth help, is a very ſinguler thing.

Gods eies cannot be dazeled; vnlcfſe we 
confeſſe our ſinnes, we deceane not the 
Loꝛd, but our ſelues:we hide our ſelues 
with Adam amongſt the trees, and with 
Figge leaues we do cloath our ſelues. 
The Jſraelites in this excellent petict- 
on, take away all iniquitie, do not onely 
giue out that thei are guilty of one falt, 
but that their wickednes (like a great 
flod ) oucrfloweth them. Czra, when 
the Jſraelifes after their returne from 
captiuitie in Babylon , had iopned in 


' mariage with the daughters of the Ca- 


naanites, Ammonites, Egpptians, is 
not cotent to remember only 5 ſtrange 
ſinne which the 192d God hated deadly, 
but ſpꝛeading out his hands to the loꝛd 
he burſt info theſe woꝛds: Our 28 
ties are increaſed ouer our heade, & our 
trelpaſſe is growen vp vnto the heauen. 

Damd when he was touched in conſci⸗ 
ence fo2 the vntuſt laughter of Arias, 
andfo2 betraꝝ ing the Lozds arnue, did 
not only craſh that Byle, but confeſſeth

Cain, after that he had murdered his 
bꝛother Avel,caue out this ſpeech : My 
ſinne is greater then can be pardoned, 
Judas after Þ he had betrayed his mas 
fter Chꝛiſt, ſaid:I haue ſinned betraying 
the innocent blood. But bicauſe Cain 
Judas did here, as it were, ride at an 
anchoz, they made ſhipwꝛacke of euer⸗ 
laſting life.

woꝛthie of the loweſt place. But J haue 
ſpoken to muche of theſe graceleſſe fel⸗ 
lowes whom J ſhould not haue honou⸗ 
red ſo much as to remeber them though 
to their diſcommendation, A doe freely 
confelle that there is in our Uniuerſitie 
a godly nomber of excellent wittes:if J 
ſhold not, J might by me be iuſtly chars 
ged with e conuinced of a lye,and by Al⸗ 


mightie God of vnthankfulnes. J do not 


enuie the god eſtate of the Untacrſifte: 
thankes 
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thankes be fo God ſoꝛ this woꝛthie in⸗ 
creaſe,and I doe humbly pꝛay his Mas 


ieſtie that this happie harueſt may be 


moꝛe plentiful then euen now it is. And 
becauſe Jhane gone thus farre in the 
mention of ſharpe witkes, J am verie 
carneſtly to intreate you which are ſet 
oucr the Colledges of our Uniuerſitie, 
that you will account of the which haue 
ſhe wed ſingular p2ofe of learning, reli⸗ 
gion and vertue in dur Colledges & Us 
niuerſitie as of pour deare bꝛethꝛen, and 
pour owne bowels: and that you will 
make much of thoſe young men a ſchol⸗ 
lers of lower place but pet of excellent 
hope.
